Meanwhile, Mr, Basact met the Japan 
vse Const], Mr. Kamei, in an open space; 
the Consul was mounted. Major Basset and 
Lieut. Beck, in chargo of the military 
police, requested the release of the soldier. 
The official suggested that if the Ameri- 
vans withdrew a few paces the Japancse 
would do the same, and the matter could 
then be discussed. The group was sur- 
rounded by a mob ef people. The Ameri. 
cans suggested that the time was not ripe 
for a discussion, the necd was to quell 
the disturbance by withdrawing the 
Japanese troops from the French Conces- 
Asion while the unarmed Americans return- 
led to barracks. At this point Lieut. 
Beck was hit by a stone thrown from tba 
Japanese mob, the patrol left, the Ameri- 
can soldier got away, and the Japanese 
Consuj rode away. . 

Captains Landreth and McDonnel) and 
others, with a Japanese officer. secured a 
car and went to the Japanese police 
station to make inquiries relative to 
arrests reported to have’ been made by the 
Japonese.

He asked the Japanese police 
imspector if any Americans had’ been 
arrested and received the reply that no 
Americans were in the hands of the 
Japanese: police.

PRISONERS AND WOUNDED. 

Mr, McGowan“picked up an American 
soldier's hat in the corner of the police 
office,.and when asked to explain this the 
inmepector said it was ‘the property of a 
man who had assaulted a Japanese civi- 
lian, and Mr. Heintzelman was assured 
tha, they had only the hat and not the 
man. It was noted that the inside of the. 
hat wes wet with blood. ie

Soviet now depends entirely the 
Chinese troops, for the Red 
Guards are showing increasing signs of 
disaffection. A Pro- 
paganda Department, under a Chinese, 
has been established at Moscow and there 
is a steadily increasing stream of Chinese 
volunteers pouring through Turkestan 
into Russia. The propagandists aro 
instrucfed to spread the report in China 
that M. Lenin is a reincarnation of 
Genghis Khan, come ito lead the Asian 
Conquest of Burape. Another special 
department at Moscow, under the manage- 
ment of the Hindu Nationalists, dircets 
the Propaganda in India, The Bolshevika 
claim to have established secret relations 
with Bokhara and declare that the 
natural ally of the Soviet Republic ix the 
oppressed proletariad. in India and China, 
which regards the Bolshevike as herops, 
and M, Lenin as the Messiah. One decree 
of this here, recently published in 
London, places any woman, whatever her 
rank, whether married or single, at the 
disposal of any workman on his paying 
one shilling.

The Chronicle bas published an inter- 
view which Harold Begbie had with 
Marconi, in the course of which the lat- 
ter discussed the possibility of com- 
munication by wireless with the stars. 
Beghie asked him if he thought waves 
of cther eternal. Marconi replied: 
' Yes Ido. Messages I sent off ten yeara 
ago have not yet reached some of the 
nearest stars. When they arrive there 
why should they stop? It is like am 
attempt to express one-third aa a decimal 
fraction. You can go on forever with- 
out coming to any sign of the end. That 
is what makes me hope for a very big 
thing. in the future.” 

“What is that?” asked Begbie. 


‘' Conununication with intelligence on 
other siurs,"" answered Marconi. “It 
may some day be possible and as many 
of the planeta are much older than ours, 
the beings who live there ought to have 
information for us of enormous value. 
It is ailly to say the other plancts are 
uninhabited, because they have no atmos- 
phere or are so hot or are so different, 
rom the carth. If there were no fish in 
the sea should we say life is impossible, 
and so it is impossible for man??? ~ 


The interviewer agreed, but objected 
that the langunge difficulty seemed the pre- 
sent obstacle which was impossible. ta 
surmount.

Thus, it is difficuls for ghe average man to 


believe that a’ great industry ig in danger 
of collapse owing to the rapacious 
demands of the workerg for increased 
payment when i¢ is shown that the profit 
of the mines hag risen from £13,000,000 
per annum, before the war, to_£39,000,000 
for the first nine months of 1918, although 
the production has considerably diminish- 
ed. Then it ig proved that coal-mining is 
even deadlier than war, and thet an 
average of 1,100 men have been killed in 
our mines yearly during the last fifty 
yoarg, whilst more than three and 2 
quarter millions of others have been 
injured during the last twenty years, 
The conditions underground where men 
and boys have to work are so bad 
that the ponics employed die af the 
rate of 40 a month, and it would 
appear that the conditions above ground 
are little better, for the houscs in which 
the men live, in some districts, have been 
condemned by the Chairman of the Com- 
mission ag a ‘' blot on our civilisation.”’ 
Beyond ali this, the amazing fact ig dis” 
cloned that the Coal Controller agreed to 
an increas of prices, representing yearly 
an exaction of £25,000,000 from con- 
sumers in order to assist low-grade col- 
lieries, which were losing money, while 
others were piling up enormous profits. 
In the light of. such evidence it is, 
of course, futile to talk sbout the 
risk of American or any other com- 
petition. The first and vital con- 
sideration ig tg put our own house in 
order. The miners demanded full pay 
| for demobilised minerg during unemploy- 
ment, an increast of 30 per cent. in wages, 
the reduction of the daily working houra 
from cight to six, and the nationalisa- 
tion of the mines. The coal-ownerg re- 
commended an immediate increase of 
Is, Gd. daily in wages and a reduction 
of hours from eight to seven. The 
recommendations of Mr. Justice SaNKEY 
and employers not*directly concerned in 
the coal induatry, which have been at once 
accepted by the Government, are a an 
immediate advancg of 2, in wages, 
(which is two-thirds of the men’s full 
demands) and the reduction of hours to 
seven from the middle of July, and, suh- 
ject to the economic position of the indug- 
try at the end of 1920, to six hours for 
the two years following. The estimated 
cost of these proposals is £43,000,000, of 
which £30,000,000 will be obtainable by 
limiting owners’ profits to 1s. 2d. per 
ton, leaving a deficit, of £13,000,000 to be 
secured by various anticipated economics. 
Moreover, the present systenf of owner- 
ship i8 to be abolished and either 
| nationalisation or a method of unifica- 
tion by national purchase or by joint 
control is to be substituted and the men 
are to be given an effective voice in the 
direction of the mines. It is to be hoped 
that the miners will accept the concessions 
offered os a very substantial instalment 
and leave their further demands to be met 
by the sound sense of the public when the 
work of reconstruction, which is neces- 
sary to repair the war’s ravages, ig fgirly 
under way. If matters are pushed te the 
utmost limit at this juncture the whole 
industrial position of the country will 
be jeopardised, whilst if moderate coun- 
)selg prevail the radical changes which 
must, in the near future, be made in our 
methods of working will give the minor 
the return for his labour to which he .is 
entitled. The problem is largely one of 
organization and method. In’ the past 
we have been developing on the wrong 
lines, and the danger from foreign com- 
petition lies not so much in the compara- 
tive rates of wageg paid to the workers 
“jn respective countries as in the use made 
of the product of their toil. In America 
the standard rate of wages i, higher and 
the living conditions are better than in 
Great Britain and yet that country. is 
able to compete with us because the 
amount, of power used in the U.8.A. por 


worker isover 60 per cent. more than in [-

cal meang of supplying power to industry

with generation and main distribution. 
He eatimated that the direct saving from 
this would amount to something in the 
neighbourhoed vf £100,000,000 » year. 
There would then be no need io levy a 
penny per ton on all coal produced to 
provide the miners with reasonably com- 
fortable homes, ag is suggested; 
would the proposed increase in wages 
imperil our commercial supremacy. There 
ia sufficient wealth in the world to supply 
everyone With the means of a deceny, live- 
lihood if everyone will only take his part, 
in one way or another, in ‘“ the trivial 
round, the common task."

NO PROGRESS, 


Up till to-day nu progress can be re- 
corded in the efforts to remove the causes 
which led to the deadlock in the con. 
ference at Shanghai and to induco the 
Southern delegates to resume their de- 
liberations. It is quite true that both 
delegatiuns are on the bes, of terms with 
each obher, but that is al] thay can be 
snid. The President, as distinguished 
from the Government, i, working hard 
lo appease the demands of the Southern 
delegates, which are nol regarded as un- 
reasonable, the most difficult, perhaps, 
being the demand that the offending 
Shensi Tuchun bo dismissed. In 
official statement the Government points 
ous, that both partics are pledged to the 
suppression of tufei behind their respec- 
tive military lines, thay so far ag the 
Northern commanders are concerned in

Shensi and possibly alyu in Fukien, it is 
difficult on vecasions to discriminate be- 
tween Southern and 
brigands, but that, in order to remove 
all causes of dissension, the Government 
will order the Northern troops in Shensi 
tw discontinue operations against the 
local tufec, wille it ig also explained tha, 
the urmistice mandate may not have be 
cume known to the Northern military 
cunmanders owing to the difficul, commu- 
nication in tha, province.

18K PEACE CONFERENCE, 


Lust week, intelligently-informed cir- 
cles were chuckling over the latest story 
in connection with the Chinese delegation 
at the Peace Conference in Europe. It 
related to the receipt of a telegram pur- 
porting to have come from Lu Tseng- 
bsiang, China’y Peace Envoy a4 Paris, 
informing the Government that he bad 
consulted with the British and American 
delegates, who had advised tbat the 
Shantung question be not brought before 
the Peace Conference for settlement, but 
should be dealt with by Japan.and China 
in the East. Naturally, the Government, 
according to the report, asked for more 
information, and wag informed by Minis- 
tor Lu that he was unaware of what 
they were referring to, as he had sent 
no such telegram. This story hag been 
denied, and another, version -given, but 
at the moment of writing I am informed 
that the story of the bogug telegram is 
not altogether without foundation.. How. 
ever, 1 mus; give tho corrected version as 
it was imparted to me, Apparently 
Minister Lu had learned that there were 
reports virculating in Paria to the effect 
that a certain Minister in Peking } 4 
telegraphed to hig national delegates .1- 
forming them that the British and 
American Ministera in Peking had advis- 
ed their respective governments that the 
Shantung question should not be aub- 
mitted to the Peace Conferende in: Europe, 
but should be settled by China and Japan 
themselves in the Far East. Tho 
Minister nsked that thig report be in- 
vestigated. The two storics are very 
different, but they agree in having. the 
same subject. I am not attempting to 
explain them, but, 1 give them og an 
indication of what ig’ procecding both .in 
Paris and in Peking,

Negotiations arc said to be nearly 
completed between the Okura Company 
and the Ministry of War for a loan of 
one hundred mi!lion yex based on the 
security of the Feng-hoang-shan iron 
mines and the territory fifty di around 
it The plan ig to organise a Sino. 
Japanese company, which will give the 
firat call on its products w the Okura 
Company, which should also have priority 
in the supply of guns and the building of 
abips. The Company offers an immediato 
advance of thirty million yen, and pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon tho 
Ministry of War to accept it. As is 
natural, the Japanese arg being criticised 
foy countenancing further supplies to the 
Government for military purposes. 
Japan professedly advises China no; to 
use the seventeen million yer in the Bank 
of Chosen to her eredit under the War 
Participation Loan, and at ghe same time 
makes an offer of a larger sum for 
equally objectionable purposes. 
UNIFICATION OF RALLWAYE, 

On the principle, apparently, of 
asking more than they expect to receive, 
the memberg of ‘the Chiaotung ¢lique 
have passed a series of resolutions on the 
Bubject of the proposed unification and 
internationalisation of railways in 
China. Theso, after all, represent a con. 
cession, but not a great one. 
railways are under thege resolutiong to 
be redeemed by money borrowed from a 
foreign financial group. Railways built 
by foreign monies are to remain ag they 
are. Railways in course of construction, 
or to be built, by foreign funds, should 
be constructed by a financial group form. 
ed by Chinese capitalists, who will invite 
foreign capitalists to participate. Ad- 
ministration ig te be vested entirely in 
the Ministry of Communications. Teao 
Ju-lin and Liang Shib-yi approve of this 
scheme. And well they might. Foreign; 
erg ate to provide the money and Chinese 
are to administer it. -

LENTEN SERMON. 


THE SACRIFICE COMMEMORATED. 


“"''The Sacrifice Commemorated ”—the 
jsecand of a series of Lenten addresses on 
the Holy Communion—formed the subject 
of the Rev, H. Copley Moyle’s sermon, 
at 8t. John’s Cathedral, on Sunday 
morning. Taking as his text Ist Cor., o 
11, v, 26, the rev. gentleman said: —- 
We were thinking Jast Sunday morn- 
ing of the cireumstances under which the 
‘Holy Communion wag given by Christ 
We saw that it was 
instituted at the feast of the Passover, 
at which. the central feature was tho 
eating of the flesh of a lamb which had 


been offered to God and whose blood had 
been poured out before God. It was the 
great feast which wag held every year 


to Hig followers. 


in memory of the deliverance of tho 
Israelites from the bondage of Egypt. 
It was the greatest foast of the Old 
Covenant. The feast of the Passover 
always reminded the Jews of their 
Privileged position ag tho nation whom 
God had chosen, : 

It was at this feast that Christ in- 
stituted the Eucharist 10 be the chief 
feast in the Ubristian Church, and to 
be for al! Christiang just as the Passover 
wag for all Jews. Just as the Old Coven. 
ant of God with the Israclites was sealed 
hy the blood of the Passover lamb, 80 


‘the New Covenant between God and man 


wag to be ealed by the blood .of Jesus 
‘Ohrist. Christ looked forward to the 


‘tinte when He should die on the Cross, 


and, knowing tha: the time was at band, 


|. He instituted thig memorial of His death.

Let us try to reabise the significance 
of that. He knew He wag about to die 
the death of the lowest of criminals, but 
su far ‘from being ashamed of that death, 
so far from desiring His disciptes to 
forget that death, He instituted a me- 
morial of thag death and ordered His 
discipleg to kecp it. All through His 
life Christ had looked forward to the 
day when He should be put to death. 
And He had regarded that death ag the 
necessary and inevitable conclusion of 
His life’s work, ‘The Son of Man 
ae ‘S cante to give Hig life a ransom 


mang by' which God and sinful man 
should be reconciled, Christ regarded 
éin as something which created a barrier 
between “God and man, ss something 
which needed to be atoned for, 

And Iet ug remember, as we were think. 
ing last Sunday, that Christ attributed 
the greatest importance to .neglect of 
duty or, ag it is often called, the sin of 
omission. Yet this is a’ class of sina 
which many people are apt to forget. 
How often one comes across a Christian 
person at death’s door who says he has 
done no great sin, and so he hopes all 
will be well with him in the next world. 

urely to say.such a thing shows a totally 
inadequate conception of what Christ. 
lonity is, 

Christianity is the leaven which ig 
meant to leaven the whole of human- 
ity. Every Christian is meant to be a 
faithful soldier and to fight manfully 
‘under Christ’; banner. What would you 
think of a soldier who claimed to have; 
done .well bucause he had not, fought 
‘against: hig captain? Would you not say 


J aright tho heinousness of duty left un- 


dono that we realise the blessing af for. 
giveneas. Christ hy Hig death won for. 
Siveness for us. 

Exactly how Christ's death won for. 
Givencs, it is not easy to say. There 
haye been many theories of the Atone- 
ment but 1 do not think there has yet 
been found a satisfactory theory. Some 
of the theories which have been pro 
puunded by Christians have done much to 
alienate thoughtful mindy from Christ~ 
janity; as, for example, the theory, at 
one time widely held among Christians, 
that Christ's death wag a ransom paid 
te the Devil. Perhaps the worst of all the 
theorics of the Atonement was that taught 
by sume of the Continental Reformers that 
the Atonement way an offering to pro- 
pitiate the Eternal Father, who wag re 
garded almost. as one of the heathen 
gods, who needed to be propitiated by the 
blavd of innocent victims. Yer we need 
not give up our belief in the Atonement, 
because the theories ‘about it are din 
credited. As Mr. Balfouyg wrote in his 
bouk, “Foundations of Belief." “We do 
not slep over a precipice because we are 
dissatisfied with all the attempts to 
for gravitation How 
many persona are there who because they 
dislike the theories of the Atonement, . |. 
fecl bound to give up the doctrine itself. 
Because they cannot compress within the 


account 


rigid limits of some semi-legal formula |, 


a mystery which, unless it were too vast 
for our full intellectual comprebension, 
would surely be too narrow for our 
spiritual needs, the mystery itself is to 
be rejected.” , 
To-day we dv nuy claim to have any 
theory of the Atonement bui we believe 
that Christ's death won forgiveness for 
our sins and we lay stress upon the fact 
that the value of His death lay in the 
willingness with which He surrendered 
Hig life and tho fact that His life had 
an infinite value because Ho, was God 
as well ag man. The Christian Faith is 
a whole; the rejection of part of it 
renders the whole untenable. 1f men 
reject the Christian belief in the Incarna. 
tion, they will find the Christian belief 
in ibe Atonement impossible, It all 
bangs together as a perfect whole. At 
the root of all ideag about the Atonement 
lies the belief in the holiness of God. 
“ Thou art of purer eyes than to behold 
evil.” It ig because sin ia abhorrent to 
t« God and a contradiction of Hig whole 
nature, that the Atonement is necessary 
And from His birth, Christ waa pointed 
to as the Seviour from sins. ‘‘ Thou 
shalt call His name Jesus, for it is He 
that shall save Hig people from their 
sins,’ was the Angel's; messnge to 
Joseph.” ‘ There ig born go you this day 
in the City of David a Saviour,’ was the 
message of the Angels to the shepherds. 
“ Bghold the Lamb of God Which taketh 
away the sins of the world” were the 
words wjth which John the Baptist 
Pointed out Christ to two of hig dis- 

ciples. + :

THE - PARAVANE. 
SHIPS SAVED FROM MINES. 


The paravane saved us approximataly 
I £40,000,000. worth of war ships, besides 
morchant tonnage to an unknown, though 
enormous, Amount. 

Like many other great conceptions, the, 
paravane seems a quite simplo thing, 
Hawsers with kitea at the end of them 
are put into the weter—on cach sido of 
a sbip. As the ship moves along the pull 
on the kites tightens the hawsers, which 
stand ont in a straight line on either 
beam and sweep up any mines that may 
be met with. 

On one occasion last year a flotilla of 
light cruisers found themselves in a 
mineficld, and by using the paravane they 
were able to cut their way safely throug 
it. The German submafines were con- 
tinuously laying minefields which could 
not be detected until vessels were in them. 
But with pecevanes out. there was no 
danger. he tines were cul. away and 
destroyed, and often it, was not until this 
began to happen that the men in the ships 
knew they were in a mined area. 

Different types of this inyention were 
developed. Ono kind was used with much 
success against U-boats. There was also 
a special one that could be easily handled 
and fitted to merchant vessels, 

The paravahe was invented by Liout, 
Dennis Burney, R.N., son of Admiral 
Sir Cecil Barney, Commander-in-Chief 
at Rosyth.. Lieut. Burney comes of an 
old naval family. He js a very young 
officer who looks the clever man ho is, 
and, like many other naval officors, bas 
a distinct: bent for ‘science and mechanics. 
He conceived tho idea of a parayane while 
running 8 déstroyer to and fro necross 
Channel on cacort duty.

It announces tha, the 


Italian Premier, when returning to his 


hotel after his conversation with Mr. 


Wilaun, made no attempt lo disguise his 
surprise at the President's attitude. Tho 
papers go on to say that Mr, Wilson’ 
emphatically refused to recognise tho 
validity of Italy's claim to any terri 
tories, excepting those of Trieste and the 
TY am unablg to accept the 
statement, in this form ag correct, or to 
dwell further upon a subject, so far and 
# properly removed from the domain of 
public discussion as a private conver’ 
sation between the two personages tv 
whom the future of great peoples is con- 
fided. But 1 am enabled to state posi- 
tively that no definite decision has been 
come to on the subjects they talk over, 
nor aro the private conversations con- 
cerning these yet concluded. The matter 
in dispute, however, being public pro- 
perty, may be set forth briefly as follows: 
In fpril, 1915, a secret treaty wag con- 
cluded between Italy, Great 
Britain, and Russia, stipulating that, in 
return for her military co-operation 
agains, all adversaries uf the Allies, 
Italy should reecive the Trentino, South 
Tyrol, Trieste, the district of Gorizia and 
Gradisca, Northern Dalmatia, Istria, 
Valona, the islundg known ag the Dode- 
canese, und otber less importan, addi- 
tions to her territory, This trenty is 
atill recognised as binding by the two 
surviving signatorics, and is now pressed 
upon them by the Minister, Baron 
Sonnino, who concluded it, and who fur- 
ther demands Fiume, which was the 
principal port of Hungary, and the in- 
clusion of which jin Italy’a promised 
share was vetoed by the Russian Minister, 
M. Sazonoff. 


Unforoseen events have occurred since 
then which seem fated to have consider- 
able influence upon the execution of this 
compact. In the firs, place, Austria- 
Hungary, which the signatories assumed 
would emerge from the war curtailed but 
not disintegrated, has ccased to exist. 
Then tho United States associated them- 
selves with the Allies, and induced them

underlying the clauscs of the convention, 
and all the Powerg have resolved to call: 
into existence certain new States, or en- 
large old ones, which lay claim to patt 
of italy’s promised reward. Conse- 
quently, America, who waa not a party 
to the bargain, feels no obligation to 
respect the clauses, and ig resolved to 
stand ous for the application of the prin- 
ciple of nationality and everything 
which that implics, including access to 
the sea to the fullest extent compatible 
with full justice to the neighbouring 
States. France end Great Britain, on 
the other hand, recogniee the binding 
force on themselves of the promise given 
under the old dispensation, and have 
eedulously endeavoured ever since to 
eschew other compact, thag would pre- 
clude them from acquiescing in Italy’s 
acquired rights, bug France and Great 
Britain are no longer masters of the sity. 
ation, which, from a European bas -be- 
come a world problem to be solved, not 
by the Allied Powers alone, but by all, 
the States which are now associated with. 
them. ~ : . 
While ready, therofore, to redeem their 
pledge so far as it depends on them, they’ 
would be greatly relieved if Italy saw 
her way to adop, and apply tho prin- 
ciples which they profess for a resettle- 
ment of European affairs, specially 
that of the self-determination of peoples. 
Meanwhile, they are following with close 
attention the movement afoot in Italy for 
a repudiation. of the secret treaty: and 
the liquidation of its. clausea on lines 
which approach more closely to those 
‘sketched by Mr, Wilson.

Ho insists on the full discharge of all 
the territorial debts contracted hy the 
Allies and enumerated in the treaty, and 
on Fiumg over and above. He argues 
tha, the Jugo-Slavs are insatiable, their 
appetite increasing with tho pabulum set 
before them. No concessions, hé main. 
tains, will satisfy them or muve them to 
display a responsive spirit of concilia- 
tion, nor would the sacrifice of-Dalmatia 
purchase from them Fiume. Signor Bis- 
solati’s fricnds reproach Baron Sonnino 
with having failed to demand Fiume 
when negotiating with the future Allies, 
Baron Sonnino's partisans reply that 
Austria’s dismembermeny, wag vo, then 
foreseen, ond that Russia, who bad ear- 
marked Fiume fur Greater Serbia, re- 
fused 40 entertain the proposal. Paren- 
‘thetically one may observe that a similar 
obstacle confronted thg Rumanian Pre- 


:mier, Bratiano, when he was bargaining 


with the Allies for the Banat. The Rus- 
sian Minister refused ig persistently, but 
M. Bratiano proved morg stubborn than 
they. When at last Russia acquicsced, 
but insisted on the condition that they 
should no, be denationalised, M, Bra- 
tiano rejected it unhesitatingly, and 
finally the Petrograd Government caved 
in. 
A VLGOROUB POLEMIC, 


Baron Sonnino’s Press organ, tho 
Giotuale d'Itatia,. upbraids Signor Bis- 
solati with unpatriotic bebaviour during 
the greatest crisis in ‘his country’s bis- 
tory, and with contributing to deprive 
her of a golden opportunity which will 
never occur again. He is tying the hands 
of tho Italian plenipotentiaries at the 
Conference, enabling Italy's opponcnis, 
to stigmatice them ag marplots who are 
working against the creation of a League 
of Nations, whereas, the journal contin- 
ues, he knows full wall that the grcat- 


est obstacle to this general reconciliation, 


awhich ough, to form an integral part 
of the groundwork of the yearned-for 
godality of. peoples, derivey nop from 
Sonnino’s policy and our modest claims 
to Dalmatia, the Alto Adige, and Dode- 
canose, but from the imperialism of those 
who, together with JugéSlave, would 
fain dismember Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria, and Turkey, incorperat- 
ing in their own territory milliong of 
citizens of all races, and kindling and 
fanning all manner of ifredentims.” 

These strong expressions addressed to 
France and-Great Britain, and coming 
from Baron Sonnino’s own Press organ, 
enable one to estimate the intensity of the 
:passion with which the pulewic is DOW 
being waged. Nor can one wonder at 
these wild outbursts if the conviction 
‘has indeed gained ground in Italy that 
her own Allies are endeavouring circuit- 
ously to compass that territorial ag- 
grandisement for themeelves which they 
thus peremptorily deny her aa contrary, 
to thé ethical principle which they mani+ 
pulate for their own advantage.
